AMENDING THE VOLSTEAD LAW 


If the cabled reports o£ the treaty just negotiated by 


Ambassador Harvey with Great Britain are accurate, an 
Interesting situation is certain to arise. Tho treaty is 
for the purpose of aiding the United States in suppress- 
ing the smuggling: of liquor into this country and provides 
that foreign vessels suspected of carrying: intoxicants 
•with Intent of landing them on American coil may be 
•earthed even outside the' three mile limit. 


Great' Britain does not yield this' point, however, 


without receiving: something in return, and that tWng is 
considered very valuable. Her vessels are to be allowed 
to bringr liquors under seal into American ports, thus 
luting- able to supply thirsty passengers on t^e return 
voyage, as^well as on the trip over. This ia considered 
aa giving British boats a tremendous advantage over 
those of America and reports are already coming out of 
Washington to'the effect that drys as well as wets will 
attempt to defeat the treaty. 


It is of course, understood that the'agreement la in 


direct violation, of the Volstead act as interpreted by the 
United States supreme court. The high tribunal held 
that under the law llquora^could not be brought into 
American waters, even under seal, and that prohibition 
enforcement officers were justified In boarding foreign 
vessels and seizing stlch intoxicants as were found on 
them. 
\ 
_, 


It is evident, however, that the ruling powers expect 


to'have the Jaw modified, notwithstanding the persistent 
and emphatic declarations to the effect that this could 
not bo done. If the tpeaty which has just been nego- 
tiated shall be ratified by the senate to a two-thirds vote 
this will have the effect of amending- the law to conform 
•with the treaty. Otherwise the Volstead act must be 
amended by a majority vote in each house. 


Reports coming out from Washington would seem 


to indicate that the prohibition enforcement act will not 
be amended by the senate In the manner mentioned. Too 
may Interests will oppose it. Ship operators will put 
up a streuous fight against giving what they believe to 
be a big advantage to foreign vessels. Drys will fight any 
amendment to the act and especially one which presents 
possibilities for smuggling said by some to be greater 
than those existing- at present, while the wets will oppose 
it for the same reason the shipping Interests do and for 
the further one that they do not want tho law amended 
unless they can have something to do with framing thei 
amendment.

THE CITY SCALES. 


Commissioner Cowgill does not 
seem to have tBe 


same Idea that we have as to the purpose of the city 
scales. He has stated on numerous occasions that he 
desires to have coal dealers keep their wagons away 
from the city scales and sell from their own weights, 
leaving the municipal scales free to the municipal .cosl 
yard only.yso far as weighing coal is concerned. 


Mr. Cowgill apparently forgets tfc« the city scales 


were established and are maintained for the protection 
and benefit of the public and not for the comfort and 
convenience of any coal dealer, the (municipal coal 
yard included. The coal dealers who wish t6 weigh 
ever the city scales should be encouraged, not discour- 
aged. They pay for the privilege and the customers are 
assured of correct weights and full measure. Just why 
Mr Cowgill should wish to drive all private coal deal- 
ers away from the city scales is not apparent but his 
unfriendlv attitude and openly harsh criticism of those 
who do business over the city scales'has left no douot 
as to'his wish to reserve the scales for his own coal de- 
partment.

fore he arrested a coal dealer at the scales house and 
confiscated his books, bringing both the dealer and the
